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Governmental Activities 

Revenue Sources. The District’s total revenue for the 2014-2015 school year was $51,598,623.62 (See Table 2). 

State formula aid and categorical grants accounted for most of the District’s revenue with $35,590,541.70 of the 

total, or 68.97 percent (See Figure 1). Property taxes of $13,615,268.00 accounted for 26.39 percent and the 

remainder was from other miscellaneous sources. The Town of Dover School District primarily conducts its 

operations from the revenue it receives from state formula aid and categorical grants. 

 

 
The total cost of all programs and services was $50,366,917.89. The District’s expenses are predominantly related to 

instructing, tuition, caring for (pupil and instruction services) and transporting students (80.02 percent) (See Figure 

2). The District’s administrative and maintenance activities accounted for 18.32 percent of total costs. It is important 

to note that depreciation of $987,956.00 is included in expenses for the year. 
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
